Tit*  childre  j  who  saw 
the  transit  this  week,  will  be  “of  age"  When- 
again  Venus  shows  dark  against  the  face  of 
the  sun.

The  project  of  erecting  the  Statue  of  Lib¬ 
erty  in  New,  York  harbor  is  now  taking 
shape  that  promises  speedy  consummation.

the  funds  nectssary  to  place  a  suitable  base 
for  Bartholdi  a  “Statue  of  Liberty  En¬ 
lightening  the  World."
